Winnipeg, Jan. .15.—Romance and 
pathos, are mingled : in‘ the mute: tales 
told'by alist of “lost” ionies held “by 
various banks in this city. The an- 
nual statements made to | Parliament 
show upward of 
2000 bank accounts totalling more 
than $100, 000, which have not been 
touched for many years, and in no 
case less. than five years. "4 

Some of the accounts were opened 
for babies, others were opened. by 
people who disappeared directly af- 
terwards and have‘never been heard 
of since. Men in. barracks here left 
money, went Overseas: to fight, and 
never came back. Pioneers went. into 
the ‘North country and. left deposits 
which they never called for. Not only 
individuals, but corporations, soci- 
eties and relief funds still have cred- 
its about which they have presumably 
forgotten. 

As long as these banks stay in 
business, so long will the accounts be 
recorded and the balances held ready 
for payment. If a bank is wound 
up, Parliament, under the Bank Act, 
puts these deposits in the treasury 
and holds them for all time.

CABINET -APPROVES INCREASED 
LICENSE RATES FOR TRUCKS 


Edmonton, Jan. 15.—Starting with 
new rates based on a graduated scale 
which ‘will impose a tax of $52.50 on 
a one-ton truck which ‘would carry a 
gross load of 5,000 pounds, the gov- 
ernment ‘iby order-in-council passed 
Friday, brought into effect its new 
regulations and revision. of _ truck 
license fees, according to announce- 
ment made by O. L. McPherson, Min- 
ister of Public Works.

ROSS OUTLINES TURNER 
VALLEY GAS SITUATION 
Calgary, Jan. 15.—“Since last 
September six years supply of gas 
has been wasted in Turner Valley,” 
declared J. H. Ross, addressing a 
joint meeting of the board of trade 
and Oil and Gas Association in the 
[board rooms Frday. Mr. Ross gave 
a detailed outline of the situation in 
Turner Valley ‘at the present time. 
Turner Valley .had approximately 
10,000 acres of proven field which 
produced in 1931 1,000,000 barrels 
of gasoline... To produce one barrel 
of ‘naphtha .an-‘average of 141,000 
cubic feet of dry’ gas was’ necessary, 
The naphtha sold at $3 a Darrel. ; 
The ‘field minimum * * tegerve * “was 
216 billion cubic feet and, its maxt- 
mum .. ‘560; billion, cubic : feet. The. 
wastage was . 400 ‘million cubic ‘feet 


per day, 12 billion cubic: feet per 
month and 140 billion cubic feet: 
per year. 


» Consumption was about eight and 
one-quarter billion -cubic..,feet. in 
Souther Alberta. Gas to. the. ‘value 


of $9,600,000 was ‘burned , in . Turner | 


Valley las tyear. The market was 
limited.

BRINGS HIGH TAXES 


Here in Alberta farm lands occas- 
ionally fall to the Province or to the 
municipaity for unpaid taxes, but in 
the better areas such cases are rare. 
The reason is that Alberta’s land 
taxes as yet are very small. School 
municipal and provincial taxes upon 
a quarter section do not weigh heav- 
ily in most instances. 

Alberta farmers, though ‘they! 
sometimes grumble about the taxes 
on their land, should be glad they do 
not live in Michigan. During the 
boom years in that State, land taxes 
were boosted sky high. Starting 
about 1915, the demand for better. 
roads lead to a tremendous amount 
of spending, and in an investigation 
recently the New York Times learn- 
ed some startling facts. IJnstances 


of high taxes on farm lands, gath- 
ed by the Times, follow: 
There was a thirteen-acre farm 


valued at $1100 upon which the road 
tax levied last year was $740; there 
is a 30-acre farm for which man 
and his wife struggled for many 
years. Finally it was free of debt, 
but then the man died. His widow 
was dependent upon the rent from 
the farm. The assessed valuation of 
the place $6,000, and $1423 has been 
levied upon it in taxes during the 
past few years, a sum the widow 
cannot pay. There is a 70-year-old 
couple who for 40 years supported 
themselves on @& smal] truck farm 
valued at $5100. Their total tax 
last year was $856, which they can- 
not meet, and they must lose 
their home. There is another farm

last year amounted to $24,000. There

can the counties hope to recover the 
delinquencies by tax sales.

PROPOSED AMALGAMATION 
OF CANADIAN RAILWAYS 


The Wall Street Foul published 
prominently in its issue of January 4, 
under the heading “Canada Likely 
to Unify Roads,” a despatch from 
Montreal, an extract from which is: 

“Serious consideration is 
given in influential political circles 


being taxed into oblivion, with ‘

ment. The commvn stock of Can- 
adian Pacific would be assured of a 
stated dividend, perhaps 4 per cent., 
or 5 per cent. (the present rate), 
with provision for increase to the 
old rate of 10 per cent as earnings 
justified. Surplus earnings would be 
used to finance equipment purchas- 
es and to repay to the Government 
advances made to the Canadian Na- 
tional. ; 

“In effect, the...transportation sys- 
tem of Canada would be operated as 
a unit, with close supervision by the 
Government. It is claimed that 
such a plan would result in a cut of 
at least 20 per cent in railroad oper- 
ating expelises. 

“On a basis of results shown by 
the two railroads. in 1928, their best 
year, operations under a unified sys- 
‘tem such as proposed would have 
meant that, after dividends at rate 
of 10 per cent on Canadian Pacific 
common stock, some $90,000,000 
could have been turned over to the 
| Federal treasury. On basis of 1930 
operations, net payment to the Gov- 
ernment would have exceeded $35,- 
000,000.” 


FORD EXPERIMENT OF 
VILLAGE REHABILITATION 


The Ford Motor Co. has_ taken 
over a little village near the factory, 
and is experimenting in placing the 
inhabitants en masse in a state of 
independence. 

Conditions are ideal for the ex- 
periment. The village has about 500 
families, all deeply in debt, and liv- 
of their ability. The 
Ford Co. has taken the heads of 
these families out of the $6 a day 
group and given them work at 12% 
cents an hour. One dollar a day is 
what is considered actually necess- 
ary to feed the families, and goods 
are sold at practically wholesale 
prices. Meanwhile the company 
will O.K. all outstanding accounts, 
electric, gas, instalment payments, 
and real estate contracts. For sup- 
plies I.0.U.’s.are accepted. There are 
no banks. Nothing is given free.

ever known. 

And the husks hdd all passed away | 
from the Nokum, for Sweet-Grass hon- 
ored her in his posperity even as she 
had toiled and slaved for him when 
they fought with the dogs for the 
scraps. 

Father Lacombe was as great a war 
Tior as Sweet-Grass. He ;too, was a 
fearless brave. His bow was. the 
Christian religion and his arrows 
God's love, feathered by his own 
simple, honest ways. 

Through the Crees’ tepees he 
wandered at will; and with the 
Blackfoot he slept back to back on 
the sun-kissed prairie. { 

‘As a rule the Indian foes not re- 
ceive religion with open’arms—he is 
not looking for it. Hd has’ other 
things to think of. 

And though they received the fath- 
er for his own sake, his Master's 
commands they cared not much about. 

Father Lacombe was working his

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way southward through the Black- 
foot country one morning in May. 

He came upon a small party of 
Blackfoot. With them they had a 
captive—a Cree maiden. 

Practical (Christianity was part of 
the father’s creed, and he determined 
to rescue the girl if he ‘had to pawn 
his Red River carts to the Indians. 

“Camp here,” he said to them; for 
a bargain with Indians is like a 
Chinese play—it will end only when 
there is nothing more to be said on 
either side. 

So they encamped where they were, 
among the spring flowers, and smoked 
the pipe of peace and bargained for 
the girl. 

The priest meant to have her free 
at any cost, but it was also legitimate 
to get her cheaply. In the end he gave 
an order on the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany for a sum sufficient to bank- 
rupt his small means. 


He took the girl with him on his 
southern trip, for there was no way of 
‘sending her to her people till he should 
return in the autumn. 

It had been the usual order of 
Blackfoot enterprise; the war party 
had swooped down upon the few 
Crees she had been with at the time,

To an Indian there is no loss_ so 
great as the loss of a child; even hors- 
es are less to be lamented. 

And Many Herbs had lost a daught- 
er; the Blackfoot had attacked the 
party she was with in the spring and 
all had ‘been killed, aven the daughter. 
Father Lacombe had opened up a 
gold mine, and he knew it. The 
priest had several gifts besides his 
great generosity and his wide human- 
ity. He had ‘that fine dramatic in- 
stinct which makes the most of an 
opportunity. Evidently God had de- 
livered the captive into his hands 
that good might come of the evil 
which had been done.

U.F.A. DELEGATES OPPOSE 
BONUS AS OFFSET FOR DUTY 


Edmonton, Jan, 19.—Alberta farm- 
ers want no- bonus on farm. products, 
They stick to the free trade prin- 
Siules and they are: prepared to 
“draw their belts tighter” rather 
than ask the Dominion Government 
for assistance comparable to what 
they believe the manufacturers re- 
ceive from the tariff: So they. de- 
cided at their annual convention this 
afternoon. ; 

It was not an unanimous decision, 
however, for first of all the conven- 
tion passed a resolution asking that 
the present bonus of five cents a 
bushel on wheat be extended to agri- 
cultural production generally and in 
proportion to the benefits enjoyed 
by manufacturers through the tariff. 

Then, in a sudden about-face de- 
cision on a word from one of their 
representatives in the federal parlia- 
ment, BE. J. Garland, member for Bow 
River, supported by the views of the 
leader of the U.F.A. group and presi- 
dent of the association, Robert Gar- 


diner, member for Acadia, they  re- 
called the bonus” resolution and 
threw it out by an overwhelming 


vote. 

One resolution dealing with the 
bonus still stands with the approval 
of the convention. That declares the 
present wheat bonus was intended as 
a relief measure and fails in its pur- 
pose in that it does not benefit farm- 
ers who had no crop. It recommends 
a change to jompensate ll grain 
growers to a minimum of at least $1 
an acre seeded. 

Speakers on the question, however, 
insisted this was not a_ departure 
from the principles of the organiza- 
ton since the farmers had not asked 
for this bonus and it was given as a 
special relief measure. 

Another argument advanced in fa- 
vor of the bonus was-that Canadp 
was likely to have a high tariff gov- 
ernment for some, syears to come and 
the easiest way “to bring about a 
change was to make the tariff sys- 
tem so top-heavy that it would fall 
ly itself.

The latter stipulation, the resc- 
lution stated, should be made _ im- 
mediately effective in respect to the 
Far East where a state of war was 
in existence. 

A proposal that delegates to the 
convention and members of the as- 
sociation take at least half a day of 
the convention time for a secert ses- 
sion to discuss the welfare of the as- 
sociation and organiaztion plans was 
approved. 

A resolution carried declaring the 
Western farmers were not adequate- 
ly represented inthe Dominion House 
and urged the executive to get in 
touch with other farm ibodies with 
a view to formulating a policy on 
which a united group could be elect- 
ed at the next Dominion election. 

A proposal looking to a fixed price 
on wheat consumed in Canada was 
turned down. The resolution said 
manufactured goods were sold at 
prices fixed in Canada and enhanced 
by the tariff and wheat consumed in 
Canada was sold at prices fixed in 
world competition. 

Increasing the income tax so as to 
provide a much larger proportion of 
the revenue of Canada was advocat- 
ed and any reduction in the taxes on 
larger incomes was opposed.

Canada’s lobster fishery is the big: 
gest in the world, but, even at that, 
it doesn’t often yield giants like the 
25-pounder which was caught off 
Digby ‘County, N.S., a week or twa 
ago. This big fellow—its actual 
weight was 25 pounds 6 ounces—was 
three feet long with huge claws. 
Lobsters of unusual - size, however, 
are not great prizes, for their meat 
is coarse and tough, and not nearly 
as tasty as that which is found in 
the smaller chaps of a couple of 
pounds or less. It is the lobster of 
normal size which is used in pro- 
ducing the Doininion’s pack of can- 
ned lobsters—as excellent a sea food 
as a man could wish for. 


BEGIN EARLY 


It.is necesasry to make an early 
start if the teeth are to last a life- 
time, and if pain, discomfort and the 
ill effects of dental infections are to 
be avoided. The crown of the tem- 
porary teeth are practically formed 
when the child is born. The quality 
of the teeth depends chiefly upon 
diet, so the diet of the mother during 
pregnancy and while she is nursing 
her baby determines what kind of 
teeth her baby will have for his first 
set. 

The_teeth are hard, bone-like struc- 
tures whose crown or grinding surf- 
ace is covered by enamel. Under the 
enamel ,and forming the body of the 
tooth, we find dentine, a substance 
which is softer than the enamel and 
which readily decays. In the centre 
of the dentine is the pulp, a canal 
containing the arteries, veins and 
nerves which nourish the teeth and 
keep them alive.

ly by the temporary teeth, which are 
thus of great importance and should 
never be neglected. The temporary 
teeth are a necesary part of 
child’s digestive system; they 
used to chew food and mix it with 
saliva. 

Neglect of the temporary 
causes discomfort and _ pain. 
first teeth should be allowed to re- 
main in the mouth until nature 
moves them by the natural process, 
because not only are they used for 
chewing, but they also hold the space 
required or the permanent teeth.

Sun- 
shine in summer and cod liver oi] in 
winter furnish the vitamin which is 
needed, for building healthy bones 
and teeth. 

The guas and teeth need exercise 
as much as do other parts of the body. 
Crusts and fibrous vegetables supply 
the exercise required. 

The teeth should be kept clean by 
regular brushing, night and mor ning, 
Regular visits to the dentist will per- 
mit of the early detection of small de- 


cayed spots, which, if cared for im- 
mediately, will prevent any serious 
damage.

undersized weaklings. 

Swine, and particularly pregnant 
brood sows are apt to suffer from lack 
of protein and minerals in their feed, 
more, perhaps, than any other kind! 
of farm animals. One reason for this 
is that in producing two litters of 
pigs per year a great demand is 
made upon the protein and mineral 
supply of the mother’s body. Te 
cereal grains which’ form the basic 
ration for brood sows are deficient in 
both protein and mineral matter. 
This deficiency can, however, be 
remedied by supplying supplementary 
feeds and mixtures rich in the essen- 
tial elements.
